Good surgeon will be able at least to 
festore a moderate amount of sightli- 
hess, even though he cannot wholly 
eradicate the scar. But when « wound

she wound is unusually deep. Care 
must be taken not to draw the edges 
of the gurrounding tissues out of 
shape. When the, wound is dressed 
it positively must be bathed and the 
tfaw and bleeding edges should be 
cleansed from all particles of dust and 
dirt oP any foreign matter.

tion that is of a greasy nuture southes | 
the surrounding tender cuticle. Masks | 


and bandages exclude the air and pro- 
test the wound from drying too quick- 
ly. If thia should happen, it mnay be 
noticed that the skin becomes dry and 
shrivelled, surely resulting in a scar, 
however small. If the skin is kepi 
soft and elastic it stands to reason 
that these disfiguring contractions 
will to a certain extent lose something 
of their tension end in that way be- 
come less noticeable, Even after the 
wound has apparently healed and all 
bandages may be removed a soothing 
lotion should be used quite frequent- 
ly, about three or four times daily, 
and plentifully at night, especially if 
the unfortunate one has received 
burns upon the face, arms or hands, 
because upon the exposed parts of 
the body the scar would be more no- 
ticeable and unsightly. 

A lotion which is very soothing and 
may be used for such purpose is com- 
posed of four ounces of filtered rain- 
water or rosewater and one dram of 
rectified spirits, one dram of tannin 
and two drams of glycerine. Agitate 
thorougtily and apely. One will be 
thoroughly rewarded for patience and 
persistence in using these applica- 
tions, especially after a severe burn, 
as then the tissues will have been de- 
prived of their fatty substance by the 
extreme heat and will need nourish- 
ment, 


How to Make Kitchen Aprons. 

To the woman who does her own 
work there ig great satisfaction in a 
“neat, well-made apron, and such a 
necessary article may be easily and 
quickly made at home and prove 
much more attractive than the ready- 
made ones.

How to Clean Wall Paper. 

To clean wall paper use the follow- 
ing recipe: Ten cents’ worth of 
liquid ammonia, 10 cents’ worth of 
oil of sassafras, one teaspoonful 
(even full) of soda, two teaspoonfuls 
(even full) of salt and one quart of 
cold water. Mix the cold water with 
the ingredients, then add white flour 
until it is thick enough to drop from 
a spoon, Put in «a covered pail, set 
in a kettle of boiling water and cook 
until done, stirring often. If it does 
not stick to the hands when cool it 
Remove from the pail and 
divide into “loaves,” working each 
piece awhile in the hand, Take out 
only what is needed, leaving the 
rest covered in the pail to prevent 
the ammonia from evaporating. Rub 
the wall with a loaf, working. the 
dirt into the dough. When very dirty, 
exchange for a clean loaf, This re- 
moves dirt and grease magically and 
leaves old paper as good as new when 
used carefully,

Mr. Saunders explained to the com- 
mnittee that the company proposed to 
construct a line of railway from Ed- 
monton in a northwesterly direction 
to aw point nevr the confluence of Me- 
Leod river with the Athabasca river 
thence in a northwesterly direction to 
Grande Prairie thence westerly to 
Pouce Coupe prairie and continuing 
westerly through the Pine River 
pass, thence in «a southwesterly diree- 


tion to Fort) George on the Fraser 
river. 
Mr. White assured the committee 


that the country which they proposed 
to tap would not be served by any 
other railways at present secking en- 
trance to that country.
